I wish 
to urge no man against his will. Those who | 
will follow me, poise fire-locks!”

water.’ But, while strolling upward with a 
young gentleman of our party, we (unlucky 
twain) over-looked that long looked for spring 
and the sight of that molasses jug never glad- 
dened our eyes. We were however more 


than compansated for its loss by the acciden- 
tal discovery of the contents of a hollow log, 
upon which we stopped to rest. Who shali 
describe the sensations of the homesick wan- 
derer, as he beholds the well-known Port ?— 
Who shall describe the sensations, the reant- 
mated spirits of the mountain wanderer, in 
sumilar circumstance: s? But I forbear to speak 
of things not designed for public knowledge. 

Half way up the Mountain, we come to a 
vacant log-cabin, once occupied by those who 
opened this path and prepared the materials 
of the Mountain house. Close by we see 
where the shingles, or rather clapboards, were 
made for it. Next come stalking along two 
riderless horses. We stop them and hold a 
consultation, but concluding that the riders, 
too timid, perhaps, to risk the 
horseback, have let then go, we too let them 
go. Some farther upward we meet two pe- 
destrians, a lady and gent., who inquire for 
their runawzy horses, and seem quite discour- 
aged at the gloomy prospect before them. In 
proportion as we proceed upward the trees 
diminish in size and height ; in reverse ratio, 


descent on 


increase our weariness and fatigue. We now 
enter the “burnt region,” a tract of some 
hundred acres or more, where two men last 
year very narrowly escaped a death in the 
sweeping flames. The trees ail blackened 
and bare, offer but little obstruction to the 
rays of sunlight, which, at this elevation be- 
come rather an acceptable, though feeble 
auxiliary to our warmth andcomfort. A pic- 
ture of this lugubrious tract, would make a 
better “Charcoal Sketch” than “Wood Cut.” 
The next and last of the woody series is the 
low trailing savin, whose roots, adorned with 
potatoe-looking protuberances scarcely find 
a covering in the white Howering moss, which 
springing up between the gray rocks, seems 
to economise the now scanty soil. A grand 
intercepied view is now opened to us, but the 
near approuch of eyening prevents us from 
enjoying it. Our cvuurse is sull onward and 
upward, our motto “Excelsior.” 

The sun in the west, has nearly disappear- 
ed from the 2astern side of the mountain, and 
to a novice, like myself, it seems possible to 
reach the summit in front of us, before the 
sun shall sink behind the natural horizon.— 
Our rate of speed grows gradually less and 
less, in consequence of the faugue of the la- 
dies ; but as they are weil provided with at- 
tendants and we seem so near our destination, 
lt muy not be deemed a breach of prepriety 
to leave them. However considered, it prov- 
ed lucky in the sequel. ‘The suinuut, (not 
the true one) seems within hailing disiance,

Her funeral sermon was 
then preached by Njcholas Midy ; a discourse

Honey Bees. 


The Albany Cultivavor has an interesting 
article on honey bees, from the pen of a dis- 
tinguished professor, from whici: we quote 
the following paragraph: 

““ Many—nearly everybody—suppose that 
the bee culls honey from the nectar of the 
flowers, and simply carries it to its cell in the 
This is 


hive. not correct. The nectar it 


collects from the flower is a portion of its 
food or drink ; the honey it deposits in its cell 
is a secretion from its mellific or honey-se- 
creting glands, (analogous to the milk-secret- 
ing gland of the cow and other animals.) If 
they were the mere collectors and transport- 
ers of honey from the flowers to the honey- 
comb, then we would have the comb trequent- 


ly filled with molasses whenever the bees 


have fed at the molasses hogshead.. The 
honeybag in the bee performs the same fune- 


tions as the cow’s bag or udder, merely re-! 


ceiving the honey from the secreting glands, 
and retaining it until a,proper opportunity 
presents for its being deposited in its appro- 
priate storehouse, the honey-comb. Another 
error is, that the bee collects pollen from the 
flowers accidentally, while it is in search ot 
honey. Quite the contrary is the fact. The 
bee, while in search of nectar, of honey, as it 
is improperly called, does not collect pollen. 
It goes in search of pollen specially, and also 
for nectar. When the pollen of the flower is 
ripe, and fit for the use of the bee, there is 
no nectar;*when there is nectar, there is no 
pollen fit for its use in the flower. 

It is generally supposed, also, that the bee 
collects the wax from which it constructs its

The wax is a secretion from 


comb, from some vegetable substance.

William Rufus King, Vice President of 
the United States, died on Monday evening 
last, at his residence in Cahawba, (Als.) aged 
sixty-eight years. He reached his home the 
day before, on his return from the Island of 
Cuba, where he had been, as our readers are 
aware, sojourning for the benefit of his fail- 
ing health, since the early part of March.

The natives’ burying 
ground is enclosed within a high stone wall, 
with aperatures on the inside, where the bod- 
| ies of the deceased are deposited for a cer- 

tain space of time, and then thrown into the 
| corners of the yard. I also visited many oth- 
er places of interest. On the evening of the 
18th, I witnessed a magnificent display by 
the natives, of a representation of the cru- 
cifixion of Christ, and statues of John the 
Baptist and the Pope. They were separately 
carried on a car, borne on the shoulders of 
the natives, it requiring about forty to each 
jcar. The car was covered with glass vases, 
| forming a pyramid, from which rose-a lighted 
candle, and at the extreme top of this was 
| placed the statue. Several thousands march- 
| ed in the procession, each carrying a lighted 
| candle. 


Their music was a drum, fife, anda 
| peculiar kind of stringed instrument of their 
own manufacture. 

We were on the Isthmus four days and 
four nights, and went on board the new steam- 
er “ John L. Stevens,” on Saturday, March 
| 19th. This ship was large, neat and commo- 
| dious, and we had a pleasant voyage in her, 
| stopping only at San Diego on our passage,

A Fact About Lobsters 


As the season for enjoying the luxury of 
lobsters is at hand, and as the question is 
often asked why some are made sick by eat- 
ing them. I would simply say, first, that it 
may be caused by eating to much ; and second- 
ly, by eating lobsters too long after boiling. 
All who wish to preserve the lobster asa lux- 
ury, should be very cautious in eating them, 
for if once made sick by them, the result 
would be almost if not entirely fatal to their 
fondaess for them afterwards. 

While upon the subject of lobsters, I will, 
for the satisfaction of the curious, drop a few 
ideas with regard to the shedding their shell, 
a fact not generally known. It is supposed 
by some that this change, viz., shedding the 
shell, happens once a year, and by others, 
once in a certain number of years, neither of 
which is correct. The fact is, this change is 
indispensable to their growth, and it is there- 
fore reasonable to suppose that young lob- 
sters undergo this change oftener than the 
old. It occurs generally in dogdays, at the 
time when their growth requires it, until they | 
attain their full size, from which time they | 
retain their old coat. The circumstances at- 
tending the change are as follows: 

As the time approaches for the lobster to} 
undergo this change—the oid shell being too 
close—nature commences the formation of a 
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begins to change, its appearence 
resembling that of decomposition. 

A few days before leaving the old shell, 
the lobster secures itself in the mud, or un- 
der a rock where it remains in a safe though 
helpless state, being taught by instinct to 
guard against enemies. The shell finally 
opens on the back by means of a seam, which 
enables it to be put into any form without 
difficulty. As soon as the lobster is entirely 
free from the old shell, he resumes his natu- 
ral form, and also receives an inerease of size. 
In this situation 1t could be moulded into al- 
most any form that would not produce death, 
and kept till perfectly hard. Hence the de- 
formity of lobsters, many being injured while 
in the pulpy state. And it is a fact that, not- 
withstanding the old shell was crowded in 
the formation of the new, the lobster has an 
abundance of room, and it is geveral years 
before the shell is again completely filled. 
This explains why ail lobsters are not equal- 
ly fell

There is, howeve:, but one point from which 
the limb will germinate, and that is a seam 
near the body. But what is astonishing is 
that they appear to have the p»wer of drop- 
ping their claws or legs at will, which en- 
ables them when seized by the claw or leg 
and held, to drop either of those lmmbs and 
thus to make their escape. When they re- 
ceive a slight injury they retain the claw or 
leg injured, but in case of a severe wound, 
which renders the limb useless as well as 
painful, and likely to produce death by bleed- 
ing or otherwise, they immediately drop the 
limb, and thus free themselves from pain and 
danger. After the limb is dropped, the blood 
spins out for a few seconds in a small stream. 
whence may be seen, not long after, a sprout 
making its appearance, similar to coummon 
vegetables. 


If the lobster is young and thzf- 


ty, the new limb will attain the size and 
beauty of the original, but, otherwise, it will 
be smailer and not so well proportioned.—

The Mule. 


No animal his been so grossly slandered 


as the mule, for although the appearance of 
his head and ears are unsightly to all bat hin- 
self, the symmetry of his body and limbs are 
fir from objectionable. He is more untiring 
than the horse, capable of making greater 
exertions without loss of health. Indeed a 
mule will perform one third more labor than 
a horse of the same weight during the same 
number of hours, in addition to which he will 
work more hours, and is less affected by the 
heat or cold, is more sure-footed than most 
horses, and appears to be alike insensible, 
while taking exercise, of the severity of mid 
winter or the excessive heat of summer, 
whether at the equator or the temperate zone, 
he is equally serviceable and effective. He 
will two-thirds the 
amount of food necessary fora horse used 
for labor. 


subsist on one-half or 
Fodder of less expensive kind 
than that in ordinary use, seems perfectly suf- 
ficient for him. In the vicinity of New Jer- 
sey meadows, mules are often fed on salt hay 
costing but three dollars per ton, and about 
half the amount of ground feed usually given 
With such keeping they are more 
efficient than the horse, costing lees than one 
half to sustain them. They require shoeing 
less often than the horse, and are much longer 
When treated with unkindness, the 
mule is more stnbborn than the horse, and be- 
yond the unsightliness of his head, the mule 
has but one fault, and that is, if left fora few 
weeks in a stable without work, he forgets all 
his former training, and requires to be re-in- 
structed ; with slight use, however, he retains 
all habitudes as well as the horse. Whoever 
heard of a dead mule? Dickens says, “a 
dead donkey and a sailor in white-top boots 
are not to be met with.” Neither buyer nor 
seller are apt to inquire closely into the age 
of the mule. We state that a pair between 
thirty and forty years of age were performing 
fall labor on a farm, without showing the 
slightest indication of having passed the 
prime of their mulehood. In every particn- 
lar the mule, for farmer’s use, is superior to 
the horse. Mules, if badiy used, will resent, 
and from this fact they have the unenviable 
character of kicking. They certainly exhibit 
bad taste in the choice of ‘ood, for they will 
eat green thistle placed on top of a half peck 
of oats, and occasionally will eat their bed- 
ding while fodder of a better kind placed in 
front of them, is retained for a dessert.— 
Working Farmer.
